Mother’s anger 

Victim's parent outraged at beheader's allowance outside 


Less than two years after 
he stabbed and beheaded 
a fellow passenger on a 
Greyhound bus, Vince Li is 
set to get his first small 
taste of freedom. 

The Criminal Code Re¬ 
view Board of Manitoba ap¬ 
proved a plan Thursday to 
let Li walk around the 
grounds of the Selkirk Men¬ 
tal Health Centre as long as 
he is escorted by two staff 
members. 

The decision was a blow 
to the family of Tim 
McLean, the young carnival 
worker killed by Li. 

“When you do what he 
did, you should be locked 
up for the rest of your natu¬ 
ral life, period,” Carol

DeDelley said from her 
home in Elie, Man. 

“My son’s hmnan rights 
were violated in the most 
horrific manner, and that’s 
completely disregarded and 
forgotten, and they’re all 
concerned about Mr. Li’s 
human rights.” 

Li has been held inside a 
locked portion of the centre 
since he was found not 
criminally responsible for 
the killing of Tim McLean 


in July 2008. 

The two men had never 
met and just happened to 
be sitting next to each other 
briefly on a bus ride to Win¬ 
nipeg from Edmonton. 

McLean was listening to 
music on his headphones, 
with his eyes closed. Sud¬ 
denly, Li stood up and start¬ 
ed stabbing McLean repeat¬ 
edly as horrified passengers 
looked on. He carved up the 
body and scattered it 


around the bus. Part of 
McLean’s heart and his eyes 
were never found. 

As people scrambled to 
get off the bus and police 
surrounded it, witnesses re¬ 
ported seeing Li holding 
McLean’s head in the air, 
taunting officers. 

Li suffered from undiag¬ 
nosed schizophrenia, his 
trial was told. He was or¬ 
dered to stay in the mental 
hospital pending annual re¬ 
views of his treatment. Ear¬ 
lier this week, Li’s psychia¬ 
trist told the review board 
Li was responding to treat¬ 
ment and should be al¬ 
lowed short walks outside 
on the hospital grounds.

Family 
reels after 
death of 
infant 

STATEMENT A family whose 
18-month-old died after 
being struck by a vehicle 
says the tragedy has left 
them devastated, said a 
family friend. 

“ft goes without sa5nng 
that the family is devastat¬ 
ed at the loss of their son 
to this tragic accident,” 
said Paul Corrigan, who 
read out a statement on 
behalf of the family at 
their home Thursday 
afternoon. 

“Their source of 
comfort at this time has 
been their faith in know¬ 
ing their son is in God’s 
loving embrace and the 
prayers of all those family, 
friends and well wishers, 
for which they are veiy 
thankful.” 

Edmonton police say 
young Michel Petersen 
was run over by a vehicle 
on his family’s driveway 
along O’Connor Close 
shortly after 5 p.m. 
Wednesday. 

The toddler died a few 
moments later while 
being treated in hospital. 

Police say a “family 
member” was behind the 
wheel when the incident 
occurred and investigators 
are still tiying to pinpoint 
where the child was stand¬ 
ing when the vehicle was 
backing out. 

“While they continue to 
ask for prayers and 
support, the family would 
like the opportunity to 
grieve their son in 
private,” said Corrigan 
while reading the 
statement. “The family 
would like to thank all of 
the first responders on 
scene for their profession¬ 
alism and empathy.”

Come to the Edmonton 
Humane Society's shelter 
this weekend to drive 
away with a purr-feet pre¬ 
owned beauty that can 
last for nine lives. 

And it comes at a rock- 
bottom price. 

Thanks to a partnership 
with a city car dealership, 
the society is offering up 
125 adult cats that can be 
adopted without paying 
any fees — no pa 5 nnents, 
no money down and zero 
per cent financing this 
weekend only. 

Lexus of Edmonton has 
offered to sponsor adop¬ 
tion fees for the weekend 
and the society is encour¬ 
aging others to sponsor 
adult cat adoptions 
through its website, or at 
the shelter. 

Those waived fees in¬ 
clude what the society 
calls a “131-point inspec¬ 
tion.” That involves spay¬ 
ing and neutering, vacci¬ 
nations, medical examina¬ 
tions and general groom¬ 


ing. 

It’s an unusual move to 
curb a growing dilemma at 


the shelter as it deals with 
a large number of home¬ 
less cats, said society 


m spokeswoman Shawna 
2 Randolph. 

I Randolph said the shel- 
I ter currently cares for 
I roughly 600 animals and 
I two-thirds of the animals 
o are cats or kittens. 

I “Our adoption numbers 
i are steadily increasing, but 
^ the number of animals 
that are being admitted to 
us are steadily increasing,” 
she said. 

“It’s hard to keep up 
when you keep on having 
more and more animals 
come through the doors.” 

Randolph said the deal¬ 
ership stepped forward af¬ 
ter the society got the idea 
from a pet shelter in 
Michigan. 

It was a shelter that was 
dealing with a similar 
problem — an extremely 
large number of cats. 

“We hope this will turn 
into a long-term relation¬ 
ship with Lexus of Edmon¬ 
ton,” Randolph said. 

Those looking to adopt a 
cat this weekend should 
expect to be at the shelter 
for three to four hours for 
interviews and one-on-one 
time with the animals.

They are often 
taught about the achieve¬ 
ments and significance of 
Decoteau. 

“This is all to emulate 
Alex Decoteau and to try to

Police said the investiga¬ 
tion involved the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society and 
after consulting with the 
Crown, charges were laid 
this week against the man 
who is in his mid-20s. 

Police and the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society have 
refused to release the 
man’s identification. 

The man faces two Crim¬ 


inal Code charges related 
to causing unnecessary 
pain to an animal and 
wounding an animal. 

Edmonton Humane Soci¬ 
ety spokesperson Shawna 
Randolph said the kitten’s 
injuries were “very notice¬ 
able” when it was treated. 

“We alerted police as 
soon as we saw there was 
something wrong,” said 
Randolph. 

“Now to find out that 
charges have been laid, we 
find that this is a good step 
towards possibly having 
someone be taken through 
the courts and be held ac¬ 
countable. 

“Animals need dignity 
and respect,” she added.

— the downtown is 
the route we take 
from our bus stop, 

LRT station or parking lot to 
the buildings in which we 
work. Much of that walk is 


often inside on pedways or 
in underground tunnels. 
This is particularly true in 
the winter when walking 
around at street level is not 
a reasonable option. 

Without any first-hand 
experience to the contraiy,

one would think of all the 
concrete around the libraiy 
and the great expanse of it 
in Sir Win¬ 
ston Churchill 
Square. Not 
very inviting. 
Standing in 
the square, 
the first thing 
I noticed was 
the new art gallery. As a vis¬ 
itor, I would probably put 
that on my list of things to 
investigate in more detail. 

During my walk from Sir 
Winston Churchill Square 
to 104 Street, down 104 to 


Jasper Avenue and along 
Jasper to the Mac, I didn’t 
encounter a single panhan¬ 
dler or anyone who I 
thought was a risk to me. 
What I did notice was how 
multi-racial Edmonton has 
become. This is reflected in 
the faces on the street and 
in the number of ethnic 
restaurants we have in the 
core. I only saw one empty 
building. That’s a nice 
change. It’s also nice to see 
that the city’s push to keep 
smokers from littering the 
streets with butts seems to 
be working. 


Condos and apartments 
in the downtown have 
made a real and positive dif¬ 
ference to 104 Street. There 
are new restaurants, cloth¬ 
ing stores and such that 
make you feel you are actu¬ 
ally in a city. If you work 
downtown and want some¬ 
thing to do at lunch, take a 
walk along 104 Street. 

It will give you hope for 
the future of the down¬ 
town.

I have been to Chad 13 
times. What brings me 
back — again and again — 
is the warmth and re¬ 
silience of the people de¬ 
spite living in one of the 
world’s poorest and con¬ 
flict torn countries. They 
always tell me: “Don’t for¬ 
get about us here in 
Chad,” and I always re¬ 
spond, “I won’t. I prom¬ 
ise.” 

My most recent trip to 
Chad was in March with 
UNICEF, where I visited 
Mao, a sand-swept town in 


the Kanem region in the 
far west of the countiy. It 
is the most desolate and 
powerfully beautiful place 
I have ever seen. There are 
no roads here. Homes are 
constructed of bricks 
made of sand and dung. 
The people are herders, 
farmers and traders. 

But the rainfall last year 
was barely one-third of 
what it once was and the 
sands of the Sahel have 
been moving relentlessly 
over the parched Kanem 
region. With drought 
came the failure of the 
crops. The food stocks are 
gone. The camels are dy¬ 
ing. But the real horror is 
that the children of Mao 
are at risk of dying, too. 


Approximately two mil¬ 
lion people in Chad are in 
need of food aid — but 
support is falling short. 
Last month, the United 
Nations Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization (FAO) 
sounded the alarm, saying 
that of the $11.8 million 
requested for agricultural 
emergency operations in 
the countiy, only $2 mil¬ 
lion has been mobilized. 
That compares with the 
$14.5 million FAO has 
raised for neighbouring 
Niger, also hit by severe 
food shortages. 

“Donors are afraid of a 
repetition of the 2005 food 
crisis in Niger, when many 
people starved to death,” 
Fatouma Seid, FAO’s emer¬ 


gency operations expert, 
said in a statement. “In 
comparison, there’s less 
awareness of what’s hap¬ 
pening in Chad, although 
the situation there is just 
as critical.” 

The government of 
Chad and the internation¬ 
al community must ur¬ 
gently respond to this cri¬ 
sis. The same message I 
hear from men, women 
and children who I meet 
when travelling through 
this African countiy, is the 
same message I urge the 
world to hear: “Don’t for¬ 
get about the people of 
Chad.”

Good news for the news 
business: Companies are 
paying newspapers and 
magazines up to five 
times as much to place 
ads in their iPad applica¬ 
tions as what similar ad¬ 
vertising costs on regular 
web sites. 

This doesn’t mean Ap¬ 
ple’s tablet computer will 
live up to its h 5 ^e as a sav¬ 
iour to the media industiy. 
Online ads still generate a 
small fraction of news 
companies’ advertising 
revenue, and it’s an open 
question whether print ads 
will return to what they to¬ 
talled before the recession. 

But early evidence sug¬ 
gests the iPad is at least of¬ 
fering publishers a way to 
get more money out of ad¬ 
vertisers. That bolsters the 
hope that portable touch¬ 
screen computers could

For one thing, media ap¬ 
plications will have to be 
compelling enough to keep 
people engaged for longer 
periods. That’s especially 


true if a publisher wants to 
charge for a news app, be¬ 
cause free articles on the 
web are just a few taps 
away on the iPad’s brows¬ 
er. Expect media compa¬ 
nies to hold back more ma¬ 
terial from their free web 
sites and offer it exclusive¬ 
ly in tablet apps. 

Also, tablet computers 
will have to get into many 
more readers’ hands — but 
without becoming so mun¬ 
dane that advertisers are 
no longer willing to pay a 
premium. 

While newspapers and 
magazines offer a limited 
supply of ad space, online 
space is virtually limitless. 
Advertisers that don’t want

China's new

Most Canadian radio stations 
revenues fell in 2009: CRTC 


BROADCASTING Canada’s fed¬ 
eral regulator says commer¬ 
cial radio stations generally 
produced lower revenues 
and profits in 2009, though 
French-language FM sta¬ 
tions bucked the trend. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission said yes¬ 
terday that overall profits 
tumbled to $272 
million from 
$334.9 million in 
2008. 

At English FM 
radio, profits 
were $234.1 mil¬ 
lion, a drop from 
$299.9 million in the 
previous year. 

But French FM radio’s 
profits to $35.4 million 
from $33.3 million. 


Revenues fell 5.2 per cent 
to $1.5 billion in the year 
ended Aug. 31, 2009. 

English-language FM ra¬ 
dio revenues were down 5.8 
per cent to just less than $1 
billion, while French-lan¬ 
guage FM radio reported 
slightly higher revenues of 
$227 million.

Joyce said he erred on 
what would’ve been the fi¬ 
nal out in Detroit, when he 
called Gleveland’s Jason 
Donald safe at first base. 


The umpire personally apol¬ 
ogized to Galarraga and 
hugged him after the 
Tigers’ 3-0 win, then took 
the field at Gomerica Park 
Thursday in tears.

land picked Galarraga to 
present Detroit’s lineup at 
home plate before Thurs¬ 
day’s game to set up the 
meeting with Joyce.

“I didn’t want this to be 
my 15 minutes of fame. I 
would have liked my 15 
minutes to be a great call in 
the World Series. Hopefully, 
my 15 minutes are over 
now,” Joyce said. 

Bad calls are part of the 
mix in sports, witness the 
many mistakes last October 
in baseball’s post-season. 
But something about this 
one — the chance to right a 
wrong, the heartfelt emo¬

lines.

out gags by giving the bed¬ 
lam a heart. 

When eager Aaron is 
given a big corporate op¬ 
portunity to escort the re¬ 
lapsing rocker to America 
for a comeback concert at 
Holl 5 ^ood’s Greek The¬ 
atre, the young exec is 
dragged into Snow’s late- 


night binges, spontaneous 
side-trips and the type of 
rabid partying that may 
recall lost memories from 
last summer’s surprise hit 
The Hangover. 

Like that film, Greek is a 
juxtapositional experience 
allowing audiences a peek 
behind the curtain at, not 


only the hedonism of the 
rock ’n’ roll lifestyle (espe¬ 
cially while in Vegas), but 
the emptiness that often 
accompanies it. 

Showing some interest¬ 
ing dramatic depth. 
Brand’s Snow remains 
charming enough even 
while he slips Aaron a po¬ 


tent medicinal cocktail or 
badgers him to shove a ball 
of contraband someplace it 
really shouldn’t go. 

As the film wears on, we 
soon realize there’s motive 
to the mayhem.

Drawing obvious thematic 
and stylistic comparisons 
to the work of Canadian 
body horror icon David 
Cronenberg, fellow 
Canuck Vincenzo (Cube, 
Cypher) Natali’s Splice is a 
triumph of psychosexual 
science fiction. 

Like the best of Cronen¬ 
berg (Videodrome, The 
Brood, Shivers), the film 
manages to explore high- 


minded concepts of mad 
science and technology 
run amok while grounding 
them in warm, earthy — 
some might say uniquely 
Canadian — humanity. 

But despite its highbrow 
pretensions. Splice is also 
filled to the beaker with 
buckets of pulp trash may¬ 
hem; genre fans looking to 
wallow in blood-spattered 
camp will be more than a 
bit thrilled. 

Adrien Brody and Sarah 
Polley play lover geneti¬ 
cists who, after becoming 
scientist rock stars from 
creating DNA fused life- 
forms, decide to blend hu¬ 
man and animal genes for 
kicks and curiosity. 

The resulting beastie is 
Dren, a tadpole-by-way of 
H.R Giger-esque female 


that becomes their surro¬ 
gate child and potentially 
career derailing secret. 

But as the rapidly aging 
Dren (played in adult form 
by French starlet Del- 
phine Cheneac) grows in¬ 
to womanhood, many 
changes — most of them 
more lethal than hormon¬ 
al — take effect and their 
once treasured ‘daughter’ 
becomes a sexually 
volatile siren from test- 
tube hell. 

While ostensibly a crea¬ 
ture feature (Dren’s meta¬ 
morphosis goes from 
adorable to repellent, just 
like many a human lifes¬ 
pan), the greatest strength 
of Splice is its deft fast for¬ 
warding of the parenthood 
experience. 

Brody and Polley are ex¬ 


cellent, running the arc of 
proud mom and pop, to 
concerned guardians, to 
ultimately losing touch 
and fearing their off¬ 
spring. 

If the film has a few pac¬ 
ing flaws (there are per¬ 
haps one too many extend¬ 
ed sequences of Cheneac 
throwing a fit). Splice is 
just so blazingly weird, so 
perverse and compelling 
that you should forgive it 
any trespasses. 

With any luck, this intel¬ 
ligent, delightfully de¬ 
ranged monster mash will 
be the one that propels the 
incredibly talented Natali 
from cult hero to sci-fi sav¬ 
iour.

Perhaps its because 
we’ve seen the combina¬ 
tion of computer effects 
and live action used to 
make every animal short 
of a hagfish appear to talk 
on film. 

But more likely, it’s be¬ 
cause Marmaduke feels so 
much like another car- 
toon-turned-family flick: 
Garfield. 

Not surprisingly then 
that the two films share at 
least one producer respon¬ 
sible for bringing the 
characters to cinematic 
life. 

Presumably aimed at 
toddlers, Marmaduke tells 
the banal story of the 
Winslows, a suburban 
family that relocates to 
California with their over¬ 
sized mutt (voiced by 
Owen Wilson) in order for 
neglectful (but not really) 
patriarch Phil to capital¬ 
ize on a new opportunity. 

While Phil begins his 
new gig for an organic pet 


food company, Mar¬ 
maduke discovers that the 
canine playground he fre¬ 
quents is “like high school 
for dogs.” No kidding. 

The big mutt struggles 
for approval amongst the 
cliquey pups only to dis¬ 
cover that being “top dog” 
isn’t all its cracked up to 
be. 

While the story is ele- 
mentaiy at best and the 
more involved animation 
routine amongst other 
contemporaiy family fare, 
many younger kiddies will 
still giggle at seeing Mar¬ 
maduke surf or hear the 
mutt’s affable voice — 
even if Wilson’s read is as 
bland as day-old kibble. 

However, most depreci¬ 
ating is that Marmaduke is 
such a forgettable, mass- 
produced money-grab 
aimed at capitalizing on 
the familiar brand of an 
American-syndicated icon. 

The real concern for pro¬ 
ducers should’ve been — 
who even reads Mar¬ 
maduke in the first place 
an5miore.

“An Italian film made in 
the ’60s but way ahead of 
its time,” he says. 

“It’s a satirical comedy, 
absolutely brilliantly 
made, filled with cool fu¬ 
turistic Italian design and 


it’s really funny. I cannot 
recommend it enough.” 

Third is the animated La 
Planete Sauvage.

Mkmacs inspired by animation

Few filmmakers working 
today offer audiences a vi¬ 
sion as unique, bizarre, 
and oddly touching as 
Jean-Pierre Jeunet. 

The visually expressive 
director began his career as 
a cartoonist before transi¬ 
tioning into movies with 
works like the cult oddity 
Delicatessen and the whim¬ 
sical award-winning 

Amelie. 

The latest movie from 
the eccentric French film¬ 
maker is Micmacs, a come¬ 
dy about a band of garbage 
dump dwelling outsiders 
that is both an homage to 
silent film comedy and ani¬ 
mation as well as an attack 
on international arms deal¬ 
ing. That description might 
make the film sound dark 
and strange, which it is, 
but like all of Jeunet’s 
movies it’s also quite sweet 
and hilarious. 

Metro caught up with the 
beloved filmmaker when 
he brought Micmacs to 
TIFF 09. The film is the 


product of a distinctly 
French sensibility (even 
starring France’s top 
comedic actor, Dany Boon), 
but surprisingly, Jeunet ad¬ 
mitted that the movie origi¬ 
nated out of the frustration 


he felt working on two 
failed American projects. 

“After A Very Long En¬ 
gagement I was offered a 
Hariy Potter movie,” re¬ 
vealed Jeunet. “But eveiy- 
thing was ready. The cos¬ 


tumes and cast were al¬ 
ready there. All I had to do 
was to put down the cam¬ 
era and say ‘go.’ Life is too 
short for that, so I tried to 
do Yann Martel’s Life Of Pi 
instead. I spent two years 


working on it, but after a 
while it became too expen¬ 
sive. I decided to do anoth¬ 
er film.” 

The screenplay was also 
inspired by a rather surpris¬ 
ing source. 


“My main reference on 
this film was Pixar movies,” 
admitted the director. “I 
love their work and I had 
the great privilege of tak¬ 
ing a master class with 
them in San Francisco. For 
example, the heroes in Mic¬ 
macs are based on the toys 
from Toy Stoiy. There are 
seven characters and each 
has their own special gift 
that they combine to use 
together.” 

The result is one of the 
best films that Jean-Pierre 
Jeunet has ever made, com¬ 
bining the gently senti¬ 
mental comedy of his most 
recent work with the dark 
atmosphere of the his early 
films. 

“It wasn’t easy to do, es¬ 
pecially when we needed 
something at the begin¬ 
ning that was pretty dark 
to justify the revenge,” said 
Jeunet. “But that’s how I de¬ 
signed it. It starts very dark 
and then little by little it be¬ 
comes a comedy. That was 
on purpose. It was a kind of 
challenge I set for myself.” 
Fortunately for audiences, it 
was a chaUenge that clearly 
paid off.

One week after learning 
his band's new album be¬ 
came the second and third 
best-selling in Canada and 
the U.S., respectively, 
drummer Bryan 
Devendorf is still at a loss 
for words. 

“It’s weird,” he says. 
“We’re definitely not a 
mainstream band that 
would be thought of on 
the same level as Justin 
Bieber.” 

As he’s quick to point 
out, the new National al¬ 
bum, High Violet, did slip 
a number of spots in its 
second week of release, 
but Devendorf and his 
bandmates have a lot to 
celebrate after more than 
a decade together. 

The indie band’s profile 


has seen a significant rise 
over the course of five crit¬ 
ically acclaimed albums. 
Their last, 2007’s Boxer, 
was unavoidable in the 
music press and on televi¬ 
sion, where its songs 
graced eveiy show from 
Chuck and Gossip Girl to 
Barack Obama’s campaign 
video. Despite this expo¬ 
sure, Devendorf still feels 
The National benefit most 
from grassroots exposure. 

“It’s word of mouth, but 
also with that encompasses 
the Internet, which helps,” 
he explains. “It could also 
be just perseverance, we’ve 
been doing this for ten 
years now. It’s like in poli¬ 
tics, you hang around long 
enough and then you can 
run for President.” 

Like any wise politician. 
The National haven’t 
changed many policies in 
the last decade. Meticu¬ 


lously co-produced with 
Peter Katis (Jonsi, Inter¬ 
pol), High Violet stays true 
to the Brookl 5 m band’s de¬ 
pendable model of evoca¬ 
tive and forlorn rock. Yes, 
they still sound depressed, 
a description that follows 
them like a bad smell. 


“People bring their own 
interpretations — they 
might be depressed them¬ 
selves or they might identi¬ 
fy with elements,” Deven¬ 
dorf says. “There is a lot of 
accuracy to that. But it’s al¬ 
so depressive in how black 
humour can be depressive. 


it’s not maudlin. It’s hu¬ 
morously depressive.” 

Devendorf feels the 
mood and sound of the al¬ 
bum may not sound like a 
big stretch from Boxer but 
it wasn’t planned that way. 
“While it’s still kind of or¬ 
chestral and lush, the al-

bum is a little more 
straightforward and the 
core songwriting is sim¬ 
pler. 

“We produce ourselves 
along with Peter Katis, so 
it’s kind of this team that 
does a similar thing,” he 
adds. “We were tiying to 
do something different. 
We have this sort of tic 
where the songs all start 
smoldering into this peak 
and become an epic thing. 
I think we might just try to 
write songs that don’t have 
verses and choruses. At 
least we say we will, but we 
probably actually won.’”

L ast week, Rolling 
Stone trotted out an¬ 
other of its 500 
Greatest Songs of All 
Time lists. The list is sus¬ 
piciously similar (and for 
some stretches — includ¬ 
ing the top ten — com¬ 
pletely identical) to a list 
issued in December 2004. 

If you haven’t seen it 
yet, I’ll save you the trou¬ 
ble. Here’s the top five: 1. 
Like a Rolling Stone, Bob 
Dylan; 2. (I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction/Rolling 
Stones (Hmm. The top two 
songs mention “Rolling 
Stone”; 3. Imagine, John 
Lennon; 4. What’s Going 
On, Marvin Gaye; and 5. 
Respect, Aretha Franklin. 
Without question, these 


are fine songs. But in 
Rolling Stone’s view — a 
magazine mired in the 
’60s and ’70s — no one 
has been able to write a 
better rock song since 
John Lennon woke up one 
morning and plunked out 
Imagine before breakfast. 
That was 39 years ago. 
Even Homer Simpson was 
more progressive (Every¬ 
one knows that rock at¬ 
tained perfection in 1974!) 

The most recent song is 
Nirvana’s Smells Like 
Teen Spirit at No. 9. The 
rest of the list is dominat¬ 
ed by the usual RS sus¬ 
pects: The Beatles, The 
Rolling Stones, Bob Dylan, 
Elvis Presley and The 
Beach Boys. 

If I were King of the 
Lists, my top ten would be 
substantially more ecu¬ 
menical. I’d include One 
from U2 (RS has it at No. 
36), Sweet Child O’ Mine 
by Guns ‘N Roses (No. 
198), Radiohead’s Fake 
Plastic Trees (No. 385) and 
Killing in the Name 


Of/Rage Against the Ma¬ 
chine — which inexplica¬ 
bly didn’t even make the 
cut, apparently so that 99 
Problems by Jay-Z and Do 
Ya Think I’m Sexy from 
Rod Stewart could. 

I’d also make sure that 
London Calling from the 
Clash (RS’s No. 15) and the 
Sex Pistols’ Anarchy in the 
UK (No. 56) was in there, 
too. Zeppelin’s Kashmir 
should surely rank higher 
than No. 141. There’s no 
way you can’t have Bob 
Marley’s Get Up, Stand Up 
in any top ten, yet RS 
thinks it’s worth just No. 
302. And Nirvana can stay 
in the top ten. I might 
even argue for some 
White Stripes. 

And my No. 1? I’ve long 
maintained that the great¬ 
est rock song of all time is 
Won’t Get Fooled Again 
by The Who. Timeless so¬ 
cial/political commen¬ 
tary? Check. Energy quo¬ 
tient? Off the charts. Awe¬ 
some scream? Maybe the 
best ever recorded. Does it 


still sound fresh? Ab¬ 
solutely. And where does 
Rolling Stone rank it? No. 
134. Please.

'Retro wives' bring 
back classic style

More than 70 million peo¬ 
ple have watched two of 
the world's biggest pop 
stars murder a restaurant 
full of people and slip into 
a sexy, synchronized dance 
routine amongst the dead 
bodies. 

While Lady Gaga and Bey- 
once’s nine-minute treat¬ 
ment for the song Tele¬ 
phone bears the rectangu¬ 
lar red “explicit” tag on 
iTunes — where it sits com¬ 
fortably as the No. 2 most 
purchased video — it is 
hardly the most shocking 
video to come out in the 
past few months. But what 
is perhaps more shocking 
than any of the actual clips 
in question is that they 
were all made by women. 

In Christina Aguilera’s 
video for Not Myself 
Tonight, which is No. 3 on 
the iTunes videos chart, she 
plays a cussing dominatrix, 
who covers her scantily clad 
body in what appears to be 
liquid leather and makes 
both the boys and girls go 
gaga, basically by going 
Gaga. 

Other recent controver¬ 
sial videos by women in¬ 
clude Eiykah Badu’s public 
assassination strip tease in 
Window Seat and M.IA’s 
epically violent Bom Free, 
in which the government 
rounds up redheads and ex¬ 
ecutes them. 

Marketing strategist 
Rachel Weingarten worked 


with Aguilera at the dawn 
of her career, and says she is 
disappointed by how deriv¬ 
ative of Madonna and Lady 
Gaga the singer’s latest is. 
Weingarten also says these 
women are being contro¬ 
versial only to make money 
in a dying music industry. 

“What they’re trying to 
do is attract the audience 
that’s actually still bujdng 
electronics and still bujdng 
any of these things, and 
that’s the young guy demo¬ 


graphic, sitting in front of 
the computer and droohng 
over the video and actually 
spending the $2,” she says. 

Weingarten might be on¬ 
to something: All of these 
videos were directed by 
men. However, most of the 
women have spoken about 
their extensive involve¬ 
ment in the projects. 

Badu, who was charged 
with disorderly conduct 
late last month after strip¬ 
ping in the spot where JFK

was shot — she pleaded not 
guilty — says she thinks she 
was misrmderstood. 

“It’s about freeing oneself 
of the layers and layers of 
things that we have learned 
as Americans in this coun¬ 
try,” she told MTV News. 

Steve Waksman, profes¬ 
sor of music and American 
studies at Smith Gollege, 
seems heartened by the 
trend: “I think it’s really in¬ 
teresting that you have a 
group of women who are 
all making very provocative 
statements,” he says. “The 
Internet is allowing video to 
circulate, and is opening up 
some different avenues for 
both male and female 
artists, but I think it’s inter¬ 
esting women are taking 
more advantage of it.” 


The ineffable cool and ra¬ 
zor-sharp stylings of inter¬ 
national TV hit Mad Men 
reminded the world just 
what a classic era the 1950s 
and 1960s was. 

But for a certain type of 
person this came as no sur¬ 
prise. They are known as 
“retro wives” and they 
cherish the old times, the 
colourful houses, black and 
white TVs, the outlandish 
cars, and values most 21st- 
century women would see 
as, well, mad. 

Joanne Massey (a.k.a. Lola 
Lamour) lives in Birming¬ 
ham, north-west England, 
in a house that resembles a 
1950s time capsule, with a 
black and white TV, stone 
fireplace, over-bright deco¬ 
ration and posters of old 
films. 

“Everything modem just 
seems bland to me in com¬ 
parison. I couldn’t imagine 
driving an 5 fthing but my 
Ford Anglia,” she said in a 
blog dedicated to people 
known as “timewarpians.” 

She takes pride in being 
an “old-school housewife,” 
cooking for her husband, 
Kevin, and keeping the 
house immaculate. 

But Massey also holds 
three demanding jobs, in¬ 
cluding a successful singing 
career performing in 
wartime events across the 
country almost every week¬ 
end. 

“When I was young, I 
would watch all the old 
stars singing in the movies 
and dreaming that I could 
be like that one day,” said 
the timewarpian. 

Massey is not alone in 
her quest for the old days. 

Garmen Johnson is a 
retro artist and journalist 
who has been following the 
lives of people like Joanne 
for years. She grew up in

Miami in the 1970s but 
wishes she could have lived 
through the 1950s. 

“I feel I was bom in the 
wrong time. I like the ’70s 
but not as much as the ’40s 
and the ’50s, I love the ele¬ 
gance, the fashion and the 
music. But retro living is 
not only exterior but about 
old-school values. This 
world that we live in, every¬ 
thing is hectic, everything 
is in a msh and people stop 
having that communica¬ 
tion with each other,” she 
said. 

Johnson dresses vintage 
most of the time. Her web¬ 
site, called timewarp- 
wives.blogspot.com, fea¬ 
tures everything from 
shopping tips to home 
cleaning advice and ideas 
to find the perfect job — all 
in 1940s and 1950s style. 

The artist says the thing 
people ask her the most is 
how retro wives live with¬ 
out today’s technology, but 
most believe it is possible 
to combine the old and the 
new. 

“I find that most retro 
wives need technology. I 
spoke to this woman who 
lives like in the 1940s but 
she has a computer and 
buys her retro things on 
eBay. Some say they hide 
certain electronics because 
they don’t combine well 
with the rest of the decor.”
